I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts which give, by Counties 
and Provinces, the acreage under Crops, and the number and description of Live Stock 

The materials necessary for the compilation of these Statistics were obtained by 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and Metropolitan Police, who discharged this 
important duty with zeal and efficiency. 

The Abstracts have been carefully compiled from summaries made by the Enumerators, 
and may in some slight degree differ from the revised figures which will be subsequently 
published. 

The following Table shows, by Provinces, the total extent under Crops, Grass, Fallow, Division 
Woods and Plantations, and Bog and Marsh, Barren Mountain Land, Water, Roads, Land.

The total exteat under crops in 1883 was 4,935,414 acres, being a decrease from the 
extent in 1882 of 145,922 acres, or 2'9 per cent. The decrease in Leinster was 4,,4-,G 
acres, or 3'4 per cent; in Munster, 34,224 acres, or 27 per cent; in Ulster, 53,071 
acres, or 3'3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 6,801 acres, or 0-9 per cent. 

In 1882 the extent returned under grass was 10,109,62o acres, in 1883 the amount 
returned is 10,191,118 acres, being an increase of 81,493 acres ; the extent returned as 
fallow in 1882 was 21,265 acres, and in 1883, 24,698 acres ; the extent under woods and 
plantations in 1882 was 328,999 acres, agmnst 381,305 acres in 1883 , and ^the extent 
returned under “Bog and Marsh, Barren Mountain Land, &c., in 1882 was 4,787,528

acres, against 4,846,218 acres in 1883 ; of the acreage thus returned in 1883 1,789 633 
acres have been entered by the enumerators as bog and marsh, and 2,184,021 acres as 
barren mountain land. 



Total Extent under Crops. 

The extent of land under tillage in 1882 was 3,119,184 acres, in 1883 it is 
3,004,313 acres, being a decrease of 114,871 acres. In Leinster the decrease amounted 
to 28,972 acres ; in Munster, to 29,264 acres ; in Ulster, to 46,136 acres, and in Cou- 
naught, to 10,499 acres. 

Cereal Crops . — Compared with 1882, tlicro appears a decrease of 58,022 acres in the 
acreage under wheat; of 16,436 acres in oats; of 3,554 acres in barley ; of 29 acres in 
beans and pease ; and of 57.1 acres in bore and rye ; showing a total decrease of 78,612 
acres in the extent under corcal crops. 

Green Crops . — The acreage under potatoes has decreased by 31,254 acres ; cabbage, 
by 1,173 acres; and carrots, parsnips, and other green crops, by 798 acres. The extent 
under mangel wurzol and beet root increased by 1,592 acres ; turnips, by 12,697 acres, 
and vetches and rape, by 226 acres ; leaving a net decrease of 18,710 acres in the 
extent under groon crops. 

Flax . — Tlio acreage under flax in 1882 was 113,484 acres, and in 1883 the extent- 
returned under this crop is only 95,935 acres, being a decrease of 17,549 acres. 

In 1882 there were 1,962,152 acres returned under meadow and clover, in 1883 the 
extont returned under this crop is 1,931,101 acres, being a decrease of 31,051 acres.
